44 On 9/14/13.^^^H||[||^^| and her husband^^^KHmH, contacted San Leandro Police and met 

45 with Officer Pasut at their residence in San Leandro. When Officer Pasut arrived, advised him of 

46 actions taken against her by Hayward Police Officer Romeo Aberin. In summary,||H^told Officer 

47 Pasut the following: 

48 On the afternoon of 08/29/13,HH stated she was contacted by Officer Aberin while she was 

Hayward. is a 

50 clinic, owned and operated advised Officer Pasut she worked at the 

51 business, part-time, as an office assistant. She further explained that at approximately 1:30-2:00 in the 

52 afternoon. Officer Aberin had arrived at the business and appeared to be "on duty" as he was wearing a 

53 Hayward Police uniform and driving a marked Hayward Police vehicle. Aberin met withm^|and told 

54 her he was investigating forged medical prescriptions. Upon being questioned,^^^|admitted to 

55 having written approximately 12 fraudulent prescriptions to friends and co-workers over the last year. 

56 admitted to the crime, Aberin stated he would not arrest her if she could provide him with 

57 information related to more serious crimes such as narcotics trafficking and money laundering. In 

58 essence, Aberin was attempting to utiilze^^BI ^ confidential informant to assist him in 

59 apprehending other criminals. Aberin referred to the criminals as "big fish." ^^^|explained she told 

60 Aberin she didn't know subjects involved in such criminal activity. Aberin then left the business telling 

61 HH weeks to come up with the information requested and she needed to, "think 

62 outside the box." Aberin did not leave a business card or a report number when leaving. 

63 Over the next two weeks,^^By said she did not see or hear from Aberin. However on 09/13/13 at 

64 4:08pm|^^^ received a voicemail on her cell phone from Aberin while she was working at her

66 the message, ^^^|claimed that Aberin identified himself as "Officer Aberin" and demanded she call

$500 from her bank account on 9/13/13 at 7:11pm. Furthermore, surveillance footage from the bank 
illustrated^mwithdrawing the money and Aberin's suspected truck waiting in the background.)

207 laughed and said, "thank you, I hope this gets you out of whoever you owe money to!" Aberin then

209 not feeding drugs to kiddos (kids)?" said, "no, 1 don't believe so, she's just stuffing her pockets 

210 with cash." Both subjects then began to discuss how fraudulent prescriptions worked and the loopholes

239 during the meetlng,H^B told Aberin she was scared of him because she knew he was a Police Officer.

243 Having heard the recording. Inspector Ritchie and I then met with along with her husband 

BH HHI discussed her contacts with Aberin, confirming what I had learned through the San 

245 Leandro report and by listening to the recording. AsfBH spoke, I noticed she was upset as she often 

246 cried while telling us her story, appearing frightened and nervous to discuss details. 

247 advised that she never felt as if she had a choice when providing money to Aberin. She

250 mm admitted she had told him, "I'm scared of you, you are authority."

253 center, she was not aware of his name or how to contact him. advised that the guard primarily 
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254 worked in the evenings and she described him as being a Black male adult, approximately 30 years old,

257 Additionally, both and her husband told me they were fearful Aberin would retaliate against 

258 them due to coming forward and reporting his actions. They were concerned Aberin may have accessed 

259 their personal information and he was aware of where they lived and attempt to contact them. 

260 After discussing the incident. Inspector Ritchie completed a sequential photo lineup with^^H 

viewed six individual photos and positively the photo of Romeo Aberin, as the 

262 person she knew as Officer Aberin. (The sequential photo lineup identification was placed into evidence 

263 at HPD.) 

264 It should be noted that all photos utilized In photo line-ups for this investigation were collected from the 

265 "Employee Photo" database which I accessed through the Hayward Police Intranet. All photos which 

266 viewed were of male, Hayward Police Employees wearing official Hayward Police uniforms. 

267 Additionally, I was able to collect Aberin's personal information p^one number

282 return it In a few days. Aberin answered by saying "ok" then paused for a moment and told her, 

283 "let me call you right back." The call lasted approximately 27 seconds. 


Call #3 at approximately 1347 hours: Aberin caliedcell phone from a "blocked" 
number and immediately asked, "ok, so what's going on?" told him that her husband 

had been alerted by their bank that a large amount of money had been withdrawn from their 
account. Because of this, he was now asking questions about where the money had gone. 
Aberin then askedwhen she needed the money and she answered as soon as possible. 
Aberin then paused for a moment and told^H L-A-.l'm on my way, I'm on 5 (HWY 
5), (pause) where are you now?" responded, "I just left the house, I start work at 3 
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o'clock, my husband was yelling and screaming and..." Aberin advised | 
way home and he could meet her at her work.

Aberin then asked needed the hjll amount or just part of it. ^^^|told Aberin she 

could use the full amount but if she could get her husband some of the money it would stop him 
from screaming and yelling about it. Aberin then stated, "ok, that's fine, I don't want you to get 
too much in trouble. I'll meet you at your work, no later than five." Worried,mi|then 
asked, "this Isn't gonna change the outcome of, the file's not gonna be open because of this Is 
it?" Aberin quickly responded, "we'll talk." Shocked,^^! responded, "we'll talk?" "Yep," 
replied Aberin. The conversation then ended with Aberin telling^^^B "handle your problem 
first, then we'll talk." The call lasted 2 minutes, 18 seconds. {It should be noted that "blocked" 
calls which^^^H received from Aberin were suspected to be made from his cell phone - 


(All phone calls were recorded; CD copies of them have been placed Into evidence at HPD. Call 
times and lengths were confirmed through AT&T Mobility Usage reports pertaining to Aberin's 
cell phone as cell phone data extracted from cell phone.) 

After the calls were completed. Inspector Ritchie and I returned to her residence. I collected 

cell phone from her at that time in order to complete a data extraction. HIH agreed to 
a search of her cell phone and had signed an HPD "Consent to Search" form (see attached.) Once 
collecting the phone, Inspector Ritchie and I returned to the Hayward Station. 

Once there, Captain Stuart provided me with Aberin's "Unit Status" for the day in which stated 

she had met him at the medical office, Thursday - 08/29/13. The unit status confirmed Aberin was 
working Patrol and assigned the area of downtown Hayward. This geographic area included the CVS 
Pharmacy on and the addition, Aberin's unit status illustrated 

he had proactively conducted a security check (^^^^ near the intersection of A Street and Rockaway 
Lane from 2:25pm until 4:13pm. I suspect it was during this time that Aberin originally learned of the 
forged prescriptions and then contacted ||BB medical office. 

Captain Stuart also provided me with a list of all subjects who Aberin performed criminal history 
inquiries on during 8/29/13. Information revealed that Aberin conducted a CLETS database search for 

at approximately 15:59 hours (3:59pm). 


Reviewing the information, it was evident Aberin had contacted! 


on 8/29/13. 


Contrary to what Aberin had toldimH earlier on the phone, it was known that he was currently In a 
training class at the Hayward Station. Aberin had been present in the class all day and at no time had he 
been driving back from L.A. as he had advised 

Inspector Ritchie and t then met with Aberin in Lt. Keener's office in an attempt to speak with him. Due 
to the office being an Internal Affairs office, I noticed Aberin seemed worried once realizing where we 
were going. Based on this, I told Aberin to relax and advised him he was not under arrest. I told him 
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329 That we wished to ask him some questions regarding criminal allegations made against him and I sought 

330 to seek his side of the story. 

331 Inspector Ritchie then reaffirmed to Aberin that we were conducting a criminal investigation and he 

332 proceeded to advise him of his Miranda Rights. Aberin stated he understood his rights and then asked if 

333 he needed a representative. I told Aberin we could not make that decision for him and he needed to 

334 determine whether or not he wished to provide a statement. Aberin thought for a moment then 

335 replied, "ok, I will talk." I then asked Aberin if he was sure and he answered, "yeah."

Aberin began by admitting he had received $500 from^^BUBi- He confirmed he had asked 
for the money when meeting with her while off duty on Friday, 09/13/13.

Aberin explained he had initially come in contact with^Bl Thursday, 08/29/13. He stated he had 
been conducting a (security check) in the parking lot of the CVS Drug store located on the corner 

While there, Aberin said he used the restroom and was 
then contacted by a pharmacist who told him about some suspected forged prescriptions. Aberin did 
not know the name of the pharmacist he had spoken with but described her as approximately 35-40 
years old with a light complexion, dark hair and speaking with accent. (The 

pharmacist was later identified be noted thati^Hutilizes her 

middle name as she Is commonly known 

Aberin said him about a forged prescription that a woman had tried to pass In order to 

get pain medication. The Pharmacist told Aberin it was unusual because the medical business for the 
prescription was clinic which didn't usually prescribe pain medication. While 

advised Aberin of the crime she told him that CVS was not interested in criminal prosecution. Due to 
the prescription having the name and address of the medical business, 

Aberin followed up by making contact at the location in an "attempt to build a case." 


356 Once at the business, Aberin made contact with the office manager^^^^^l and questioned her 

357 about the prescribed pain medication. He stated told to her she knew nothing about the forged 

358 prescriptions but advised him that multiple blank prescriptions had been stolen. Aberin said he also 

359 briefly spoke wlth^^^| as she was working at the office as an assistant. He said^^^l told him she 

360 knew nothing about the forged prescriptions. 

361 After speaking with Aberin then returned to CVS and the medical 

362 office denied writing the prescriptions for pain medication. He then had call the medical 

363 office to determine if voice sounded like the person she had previously spoken with who had 

364 "ok'd" the prescription. told Aberin that voice did not sound familiar. Afterwards,

^^^msupplied Aberin with a cell phone number which she stated had been associated with the 
prescriptions. Aberin said he learned the cell phone number belonged 

Aberin then returned to the medical office where he confronted |HBi stated he pulled her aside 
and asked he what was going on. then admitted she had stolen a number of blank prescriptions 

and given them to a guy In Vallejo. Aberin then told learned and she stated she did 

not want anything done. 

With neither CVS nor the medical office pursuing prosecution Aberin attempted to cultivate^^^B as a 
confidential informant. He began asking^^^l questions-'who do you sell it you, where is it going, 
how much money do you make? Aberin claimed he didn't receive any worthwhile information 
regarding the prescriptions and he then asked her If she could provide him with information regarding 
illegal drug and money. Aberin toldhe was looking for information that could help him make 
significant arrests so he could further his career. Aberin concluded his contact 
she had two weeks to come up with a name. 

Approximately two weeks later, on 9/13/13, Aberin said he gavefl^B a phone call. He asked her, "do 
you have anything for me?" I " Aberin told^^^l "I want to talk you in 

person, let's meet." When talking with^^l on the phone, Aberin admitted she sounded distraught 
and learned she was currently at work in Oakland.) 

Once mu agreed to meet, Aberin drove to the location, meeting her off duty. Aberin stated he 
drove his personal truck and dressed In civilian clothes so he would not intimidate her. Aberin said he 
made sure there was nothing in his truck that illustrated he was a Police Officer or that associated him 
with Law Enforcement. Aberin added that he didn't even take his firearm with him. He advised he 
wanted to meet withHHH off duty so she would understand he wasn't working and "there would be 
no abuse of authority" or any type of "force or fear" associated with his actions. Aberin acknowledged 
that he suspectedwas worried about the forged prescriptions and he commented, "I could only 
imagine how stressful it was, knowing she could possibly see some jail time." 


Aberin said he in the parking lot of the shopping center. (Refer to the associated Google 

Map for an overhead view of where the meeting took place.) Once there, Aberin explained that^H 


got in the truck and he asked if she had information for him. told him she didn't have the type 

of Information he wanted. Realizingwasn't useful as an informant, Aberin said he told her that 
he did not have a case against her and he would not be investigating her actions. Aberin stated they 
continued to talk, "then money comes up." He stated he was the person who first started talking about

him she didn't have It on her at the moment. Aberin said he toldl

(It should be noted that Aberin told us he made It clear that she was no longer being 

investigated prior to him asking her for money. The recording whichHHi collected during their 
meeting contradicted this statement as Aberin was heard telling her, "here's my terms, between now

403 dollars and then everything goes away." Clearly, Aberin appeared to be threatening^^^l utilizing her 

404 criminal situation to his advantage in order to obtain the money.) 

405 As the discussion of money continued, Aberin told her, "I want to reiterate this, this is not a bribe, there 

406 are no consequences." Aberin said he made it clearto|||^B^^3^ money was not in exchange for 

407 getting out of her case. He added that he told he was off-duty and she could leave at any time 

408 and she was not required to give him $500. Aberin stated there would be "no re-course" if she chose 

409 not give him the money. After Aberin told this to HH he said she then told him, "You know what 

410 Romeo, I want to good for you, for letting us go, I want to give you $500 dollars." 

411 Aberin then drove^^^|to the Bank of the West in San Leandro where she withdrew $500 from the 

412 ATM. When returned to the truck with the money Aberin said he then told^^B 

413 working and clearly off duty. I made sure she understood that." then tried to hand Aberin the 

414, money and he told her, "Tm not taking that money unless you are sure you understand what you are 

415 doing." then put the money down inside the truck and Aberin again told her, "You can leave 

416 right now with your money In hand and there will be no recourse, or you can leave and leave the 

417 money." responded, "you know what, I want to help you out, here's $500 dollars." Aberin said 

418 he advised^^^l approximately 5 times that she was voluntarily giving him the money and she was 

419 not obligated to do so. 

420 Aberin recalled||||^^| demeanor at the time as "not stressed" and "smiling." 

421 Aberin explained he had given every opportunity to leave and advised, "I tried to make it clear 

422 to her, this is not a bribe...you can walk out this door and there will be no consequences." Aberin 

423 claimed he had never asked any other subjects for money, whether on or off duty. 

424 Aberin admitted he didn't actually need the money and he asked for It because he could use the extra 

425 money to help tune-up a motorcycle he was in the process of repairing. Aberin admitted he had held on 

426 to the money which|^^B had given and it was currently in a jar at his house. 

427 Aberin continued by saying he asked^^B money because of "opportunit/' and "convenience." 

428 He added, "I had the time...I didn't need the money but it would make my financial situation better, 

429 that's all...instead of taking the hit from groceries or something like repairing my bike." 

430 Once believing^^B understood she was willingly giving him the money, Aberin accepted it then 

431 drove her back to work. There, Aberin told ||H||| "you know who I am and where I work, you know 

432 how to contact me." After saying this,|BH left the truck and returned to work while Aberin drove 

433 away. 

434 Having accepted the money and returned to work, Aberin stated he had no further contact with 

435 her until she called him earlier today (9/17/13). He stated^HI had left a message on his work line 

436 voicemail saying she needed his help. Aberin then accessed the message via his cell phone and played it 

437 out loud so Inspector Ritchie and I could hear it. After Aberin had heard the message, he explained he

called mu back utilizing HPD phone line (510)293-7119. Aberin said^^^l asked him if she could 
get the money back. (During the interview, Aberin admitted he still had the money in his possession as 
it was in a jar at his residence.) He said he told^^^l he could help her out and could meet her later in 
the day in order to give her the money. 

Aberin explained he had utilized informants in the past which had led him to an arrest for possession of 
methamphetamine. He stated he had never taken any formal classes or received training on how to 
cultivate or work with informants. Aberin said his work experiences had taught him basic skills on how 
to utilize informants and he had attended classes sponsored by the California Narcotics Officers 
Association (CNOA.) Aberin noted that none of the classes he had taken were related to managing 
Informants. 


Aberin added he had not documented any of his actions with or his investigation of the forged 

prescriptions. He said that the only people who had known about what was going on were 


and the employee at CVS 


. Additionally, Aberin said he had not told any co-workers 


about what occurred and he had not discussed It with family members. Aberin said he had never met 
nor knew of^^^l before makine contact with her on 8/29/13. He also stated he had never asked fo 


nor knew of^^^ before making contact with her on 8/29/13. He also stated he had never asked for 
or accepted money from anyone else. (For complete information, refer to the audio recording of 
Aberin's statement.) 


With Aberin's Interview complete, I advised him that he was being placed on Administrative Leave as 
the investigation was conducted. I asked if he was currently in possession of any firearms and he 
advised he had his personal off duty handgun in his left pocket. For safety reasons, I collected the 
firearm from him and conducted a cursory search of his person for other weapons, nothing was located. 
It should be noted that Aberin made no objection to the collection of his gun and I later gave it to 
Sergeant Jakub who placed it into safekeeping. After searching Aberin, I advised Lieutenant Koller and 
Sergeant Dorn that the interview was finished. They then collected the remainder of Aberin's 
department issued property and escorted him out of the station. 

As the investigation continued, I attempted to further corroborateHIIH testimony by downloading 
data from her cell phone, searching for video surveillance at the ^^^^^(shopping center and at the 
Bank of the West ATM, and contacting and collecting statements from the security guard, later 
identified the medical office manager, and the CVS Pharmacist, later 

determined to be 

In addition to these tasks, on 9/18/13,1 completed an affidavit in support of a Court Order requesting 
subscriber, toll record and call detail information from ATSiT Wireless regarding Aberin's cell phone. As 
noted earlier, I believed Aberin had utilized his personal cell phonej^^^mHH) to contact^|^| 1 
had completed a records search on Aberin's listed cell phone number and learned the provider was 
noted as AT&T Wireless. I then contacted AT&T and a representative confirmed AT&T as the provider 
for the cell phone number. 
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474 Based on my training and experience, I was aware that it may have been possible to determine Aberln's 

475 whereabouts during the incident by determining GPS cell phone coordinates associated with calls made 

476 and received by his cell phone. The phone call Aberin made toU^I just prior to meeting with her at 

477 should have registered with cell towers in the area providing the general location of his 

478 whereabouts. 



479 With the Court Order finished, It was later reviewed and endorsed by the Honorable Alameda County 

480 Superior Court Judge Kolakowski on 09/20/13. I then faxed the approved order to AT&T and received 

481 the requested cell phone data on 09/23/13 via secure email. 

482 Reviewing the data, I made the following findings: 

483 • On 9/13/13, Aberin made six phone calls to^H cell phone The first call 

484 was placed at 4:07pm and the last call was placed at 6:49pm. The calls are itemized #390, 391, 

485 392, 393, 394 and 395. All calls are listed in the "Mobility Usage" report provided by AT&T. 

486 • Call items # 390,391, and 392 all had the same cell location GPS coordinates: 37.65984 - 

487 122.09669. The coordinates illustrated Aberin was most likely in the area of the Hayward Police 

488 Department when making the calls. (See associated "Google Map" and AT&T Mobility Usage 

489 Report, pg. 17.) 

490 • Call items # 393,394, and 395 all had the same cell location GPS coordinates] 

491 The GPS coordinates illustrated Aberin was most likely in the area of] 

492 Oaklandlocation of employment. (See associated 

493 "Google Maps" and AT&T Mobility Usage Report, pg. 17.) 

494 • On 9/17/13, Aberin made one phone call tomm listed cell phone. The call was placed at 

495 1:47pm and itemized as #424. The GPS coordinates listed for the call was 37.65984 - 

496 122.09669. The coordinates illustrated Aberin was most likely in the area of the Hayward Police 

497 Department when making the call. (See associated "Google Map" and AT&T Mobility Usage 

498 Report, pg, 19.) 

499 • AT&T provided subscriber information for cell phone number The information 

Aberin, 

501 Billing Party. (See attached copy of Subscriber Information Report provided by AT&T.) 

502 Once having reviewed the above information, I believe it further corroborated^^^B testimony. All 

503 calls which Aberin placed to her were either on 9/13/13, when they met and she provided the money to 

504 him; or on 9/17/13, when Aberin called during the pre-text phone conversation. Furthermore, 

505 the cell phone report confirmed Aberin was the subscriber for cell phone number^^^^^^^l and 

506 that^^B never contaaed him on his personal phone. 

507 After reviewing Aberin's cell phone data, I compared it to the data which I had extracted 

508 cell phone. Based on her call logs which included incoming, outgoing and missed calls, I was able to 

509 account for five phone calls placed to her by Aberin. It should be noted that the calls placed to|^^B 

510 by Aberin were "blocked." Blocked calls are listed in the report as "no number." Comparing the date 
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and call times of^^mH call logs with that of Aberin's call logs I suspected the highlighted "no 
number" calls were from Aberin. (See attached phone exam report for "Apple iPhone 4/4S CDMA.) 

In addition to the call data, Lieutenant Keener was able to provide me with a digital copy of the 
voicemail whichH^f left on Aberin'sCity of Hayward phone line on 9/13/13. (ACDcopy of the 
message has been placed Into evidence at HPD.) 

Furthering the investigation, on 09/19/13, Sergeant Forkus and 1 made contact regular place 

of employment, in Oakland. There were two reasons for the visit, 

first, attempt to locate possible video surveillance of the meeting between Aberin and^HH secondly 
to locate and identify the security guard who had spoken with prior to meeting with Aberin. 

When arriving, I briefly met with^m and her husbanc^^^B had just completed her shift 

picking her up. explained she had gotten the information regarding the security 

guard, advising his name was||||^^^^| She added that he was working at the shopping center later 
in the evening. then walked me to the area In the parking lot where Aberin had initially picked 

her up when meeting. I noted the location was In the southeast corner of the parking lot, away from the 
majority of the businesses and near the Durant Street entrance/exit. (Refer to associated Google Map 
for more info.) said when Aberin returned her to the shopping center after withdrawing the \ 

money he dropped her off in the same area. Once identifying the location, Sergeant Forkus and I 
searched for exterior video surveillance but nothing was observed, 

After speaking with^Hm Sergeant Forkus and I made contact at and were able to retrieve 

a phone number for the security guard, spoke with him on the phone and he advised he 

was currently waiting for the bus to come to work. Based on this, I offered to pick^^^up so we could 
talk regarding his interaction with^^^l l^^agreed to meet so Sergeant Forkus and I picked him 
up from the bus stop and returned to where we spoke with him in an office. In summary, 

told me the following:

He said^^^ 
was crying and she told him she was involved in a situation with a Hayward Police Officer (no name 
given). She admitted she had a case involving prescription pills and she had no business doing what she 
had done, told the officer had been calling her since beginning the investigation and 
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547 badgering her about turning someone over to him. explained that It appeared the officer was 

548 trying use|m as an informant. 

549 Asspoke with^^^he said the officer called her on her ceil phone and told her he was on his 

550 way to pick her up. ^^^said he couldn't hear the conversation but told him about it once off 

551 the phone. Based on what^^^l had told |Hi about her interaction with the officer, he felt that it 

552 didn't seem right and he suggested she record her meeting with him. then showed her how to 

553 use her cell phone in order to record the conversation. I^^added that^^B recorder on

563 leave her alone and not move forward with her case based on receiving the money. saidHHI 

564 appeared to be scared while talking with him as she was shaking, biting her nails and crying. said 

565 he askedHH what she was going to do and she said she wasn't sure. HU told she wasn't 

566 convinced the officer was actually going to close the case. |^mrecalted that^H seemed, "scared 

567 for her life." 

568 While ^Kspoketo^H he said she played the beginning of the recording for him. He stated he 

569 did not hear the entire conversation, 33 j(j hadn't spoken with^^^l since the incident took 

570 place. also advised there was no video surveillance in the area where he had observed 

571 meet with and be dropped off by the officer. (Refer to miH recorded statement for complete 

572 information.) 


573 Finished at Sergeant Forkusand I then drove to Bankof the West at 1601 Washington Ave., 

574 in San Leandro. Due to^^^l stating Aberin drove her to the bank to withdraw the money at the ATM, 

575 I attempted to recover video surveillance at the scene. 

576 At the bank, I met with Customer Service Manager She advised that only the corporate 

577 office could access surveillance and she provided me with contact information. 

578 is the Assistant Vice President and Senior Investigator with Bank of the West. 

579 I later contacted^^^B advised her I was looking for video surveillance from the ATM located at 

580 the bank branch at 1601 Washington Ave., in San Leandro. I told her of the date (9/13/13), the time of 

581 the transaction (19:11) and the specific ATM (BW6608) where withdrew the money. I had this 

582 Information based on the ATM receipt which^^^l had provided to San Leandro PD. After speaking 

583 with^^^^l I later received still frame surveillance photos and recorded video footage from the 
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bank. The surveillance photos illustrated HH withdrawing money and a vehicle matching the 
description of Aberin's truck in the background. 

The video depicted a newer model pickup truck, dark in color, pull up to the curb in front of the bank on 
Washington Ave. The truck was then seen pulling out of the camera's view. Once out of view,^^^| 
was seen walking up to the ATM from the direction the truck was last observed traveling. After 
withdrawing the money, HH returned from the direction she had come from, out of view. 

It should be noted that the video was not clear and 1 was not able to determine|BiH demeanor 
while she made the withdraw. It did not appear she was crying or upset at the time, however the 
quality of the footage made it difficult to make any definite conclusion. (The still photo images were 
received via email on 9/20/13 and the video footage was provided in disc format on 9/25/13. Refer to 
Sergeant Forkus' supplement report for information regarding the video collection.) 

Once having made contact at the bank, Sergeant Forkus and I then drove to the^^^B niedical office 
'I'bere, I met with the office manager, should be noted that 

it did not appear the doctor, was currently at the office. Speaking with she told 

me she had been present when Aberin came to the office asking about the forged prescriptions. 

Having contacted HI, I wished to speak with her in private. Because of this, I asked HI wouid 
be willing to come to the station so I could talk with her. ^H agreed to meeting the following day, 
09/20/13. 

Once leaving the medical clinic. Sergeant Forkus and I made a final stop at the CVS Drugstore located at 
Hayward. According to Aberin, he had originally started his investigation 
regarding the forged prescriptions when being notified of the crime by a CVS Pharmacist. Aberin did not 
know the name of the pharmacist he had spoken with, but he had described her as a White female adult 
H^^^B accent. Based on this, I wanted to identify the pharmacist and learn what she had 
told him. 

While at the store, I spoke with a CVS employee who believed the pharmacist I was looking for was 
named The employee stated H^^^H worked as a "floater" in the CVS pharmacies, filling 

in for regular employees who went on leave for an extended period of time. I learned that 
was currently working at a CVS in Livermore. I then left my card and contact number requesting it be 
passed on tc^^HHB- 

The following day, 09/20/13,1 was able to speak with over the phone. She advised she had 

been contacted by CVS In Hayward and was given my number. Due to needing to meet with ; 
in person, I scheduled a meeting with her at the station on 9/24/13. It should be noted I needed to 
meet with her in person in order to conduct a sequential photo line-up to try and further identify 
Aberin. 

At approximately 3:40pm, HH^^rived at the station and I met with her in an interview room. I advised 
^H sbe was not under arrest nor was I conducting a criminal Investigation against her. I then asked 
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620 her to tell me about her interaction with Officer Afaerin on 08/29/13.

624 Aberin arrived at the office in full uniform. Once there, Aberin approached and asked who she was 

625 and If he could speak to her in private. 

626 When alone, Aberin began to interrogate H||, asking about fake prescriptions that had been sent to 

627 CVS. Aberin she was aware of the prescriptions due to being contacted by CVS but she was 

628 not aware who was forging them. advised that blank prescriptions had previously been stolen 

629 from the office. 

630 stated Aberin also spoke with^^^ while at the office. explained she and|^^| had been 

631 friends for over 40 years and she happened to be at the office, helping out by filling prescriptions. 

632 said Aberin questioned^^^l alone In a room away from where she was at. 

633 After Aberin had spoken with both women independently, he briefly talked with them together in the 

634 main office then left. Once gone, ^^and talked about the forged prescriptions which Aberin 

635 had questioned them on. 

636 Approximately 5 minutes later, said Aberin returned and spoke with her alone In the back office. 

637 She said he began accusing her of forging the prescriptions, telling her she was guilty. |[H said she 

638 remembered thinking "how the hell could I prove to him I was innocent." Aberin then 

639 telephone the pharmacist so she could listen to her voice and see If she could recognize it as the person 

640 who had been calling-ln the fake prescriptions. Aberin then took the phone from ^^and briefly spoke 

641 to the pharmacist. After hanging up, claimed that Aberin apologized to her for the interrogation 

642 then gave her a hug. 

643 Aberin then asked married and told her to have^^^B come into the room. 

644 admitted that Aberin's question about ^BIBi being married was "out of the blue" and It had no 

645 correlation to anything else he had asked about. 

646 mthen went into the lobby and had ^^^B room. (Bi stated Aberin spoke alone with 

647 for approximately 15*20 minutes. Once coming out, she said Aberin was by himself as^^^B 

648 remained in the room. He then told HthatB^^B confessed to forging the prescriptions and he 

649 was sorry for having to, "plant the seed." Aberin then told IBBI actions, and his 

650 investigation, were to remain between them and nothing was to, "leave the office walls." I^^advised 

651 that Aberin then said there was nothing more to It saying, "that was It." 

652 said Aberin then asked her what she was going to do about the situation^^B told him that 

653 was no longer going to be allowed on the premises. Aberin then went back to the room where 

654 was waiting and escorted herout of the office. was crying and she walked 

655 with her head down while leaving. AsBBBl walked past she said, "I did it a long time ago, it was 
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656 then grabbed her purse and left with Aberin walking out behind her|^| stated 

657 that Aberin did not leave a report number or his card. She explained that Aberin did write down his 

658 name on a piece of paper and had told to file an on-line report. 

659 Later that night, said she received a text message from^^^l which stated she was sorry for what 

660 she had done. She added that Aberin had told her if she did not come up with something in two weeks 

661 he would make her life a living hell, m then showed me the text messages which were sent to her by 

662 on 8/29/13 at9:0Spm. One of the texts sent by^m stated verbatim, "He (Aberin] also told 

663 me that nothing said in that room was to leave the room, and that If he found out, I would pay for It." 

664 advised she had not spoken to^^^l since receiving the listed texts. Furthermore, said she 

665 had not seen or heard from Aberin since the incident. (Refer to the audio recording of ^^^testimony 

666 for complete details.) 

667 After discussing Aberin's actions with I conducted a sequential photo line-up with her. Prior to 

668 doing so, I read her the HPD sequential line-up admonition which she stated she understood and signed. 

669 I then presented six individual photos t^m, one at a time. When looking through the photos, she 

670 Identified Aberin's photo as the person she knew as Officer Romeo Aberin. signed her name on 

671 the photo which she recognized. (The line-up and admonition have been placed into evidence at HPD. 

672 The event was audio recorded.) 

673 To conclude the investigation, I met with CVS Pharmacist, the station on 

674 9/24/13 around 10:30am. spoke with an accent and advised she was originally from South 

675 Africa. She stated during the months of July and August 2013, ^ pharmacist 

676 at the CVS located on HUH in Hayward. She had been working as a pharmacist for CVS for the 

677 past 20 years. 

678 While working at the CVS in Hayward, suspect prescriptions were being forged by 

679 someone associated with the advised she had attempted to speak 

680 directly with several times over the phone to verify the prescriptions but she was never able 

681 to reach him directly or not allowed by office staff to speak with him. 

682 Additionally, di^^^|noted there were other "red flags" regarding the prescriptions. She stated they 

683 were being called into the pharmacy (ate in the afternoon or after hours, patients' addresses were listed 

684 Incorrectly, patients were paying for the prescriptions with cash, and the prescriptions being ordered 

685 were "schedule III" pain medications, not normally prescribed by a^^^^^^linlc. Based on the 

686 issues, HHH advised management about the suspected forgery however they did not 

687 pursue It and told her not to fill the prescriptions If she believed they were forged. 

688 showed me a copy of the suspected forged telephone order prescription she had taken 

689 from 7/30/13. The address of the clinic was written on the prescription and it was 

690 supposedly phoned in by^^^l In addition to the call in prescription, ^^^^^|showed me the 

691 notes she had written as to why she suspected the prescription was false. The notes included a listed 

692 cell phone for^H phone number is actually^^^H phone number.) It 
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693 should be noted I had been provided copies of the telephone order prescription and 

694 the previous day when speaking with CVS staff. {See copies attached.)

695 After a few weeks,was working in the pharmacy when she noticed Officer Aberin inside the 

696 Store. She stated she had never seen or spoken with him prior to this meeting. said Aberin 

697 was working at the time dealing with an unrelated Incident. At some point, ^^^^^|said Aberin 
693 came by the pharmacy and said hello. ^^^^^Bthen proceeded to tell him about the forged 

699 prescriptions she was receiving from^^^^^B office. She stated she wanted to advise Aberin of the 

700 forgery although she explained to him that CVS was not interested in prosecution. gave 

701 Aberin the address to the clinic and he told her would check it out. added that she showed 

702 him copies of the prescription order and her notes when telling him about the problem, 

703 ^^^|^|said Aberin left then returned about two hours later. Aberin advised her that he had been to 

704 clinic and spoke with staff. He asked if she would be willing to call the clinic and talk with 

705 the employees to see if she could recognize their voices as the subjects she had previously spoken with. 

706 Hesitant to call the clinic, another pharmacist called while she listened on the line. 

707 told Aberin she couldn't be sure If the voice was the same as that during her previous 

708 conversations. 

709 After making the phone call, Aberin left CVS telling he would contact her if there were any 

710 developments in the investigation. (^^^^B|statement was recorded and placed into evidence at 

711 HPD.) 

712 I then completed a sequential photo line-up with admonishment prior 

713 to doing so. As she viewed the photos, she identified the photo of Aberin as the officer she had met 

714 with at CVS. signed the photo of the subject she recognized as Aberin. (Sequential photo 

715 line-up placed into evidence at HPD. The event was audio recorded.) 

716 On the following day, 9/25/13, Sergeant Forkus told me he and Lieutenant Keener had met with Aberin 

717 in Livermore the previous afternoon, 9/24/13. The reason for meeting with Aberin was for him to return 

718 the $500 dollars which he stated was given to him by^^^l Sergeant Forkus said when meeting, 

719 Aberin handed him a white envelope containing multiple $20 bills. Sergeant Forkus counted the money 

720 and confirmed there was a total of $500. 

721 Once confirming the money, both parties left the area. Sergeant Forkus advised that Aberin was driving 

722 a newer model, dark grey or black pickup truck. He believed the vehicle was a should be 

723 noted I was unable to confirm the license plated for the truck Aberin through DMV records.) 

724 Sergeant Forkus added he had made contact withearlier in the morning (9/25) at her home, 

725 returning the money to her. He stated that^^^l signed an HPD evidence tag to confirm she had been 

726 given the money. 

727 Additionally, Sergeant Forkus told me he had completed an audit of all reports written by Aberin since 

728 8/29/13. He stated there were no reports completed by Aberin which included^Hll^^^lor any 
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729 Investigations related to prescription forgery. (For specific Information refer to Sergeant Forkus' 

730 supplement report.) 


731 As a result of this Investigation, I find It evident that Officer Romeo Aberln committed extortion while 

732 under the color of authority. Aberin unlawfully obtained $500from^^^HH|||r by making her fear 

733 if she did not do so she would be arrested for having written forged prescriptions. 

734 The facts that support this finding are summarized as follows: 

735 • On 8/29/13, Aberln initially contactedwhile on-duty, working as a Patrol Ofhcer at the 


• On 8/29/13, Aberln initially contactedwhile on-duty, working as a Patrol Ofhcer at the 
Hayward Police Department. 

• Aberin advised mHII he was investigating prescription forgery and Interrogated her about her 
involvement 

• mm admitted to Aberin she had stolen 10-12 blanks prescription pads and then forged 
prescriptions. 

• Aberin made no attempt to arrest^^^l or document his investigation; instead he tried to 
utilize her as an informant. 

• Aberin advlsed||^^| she had two weeks to provide him with criminal information that could 
lead to arrests related to narcotics and money. 

• On 9/13/13, the end of two weeks, Aberin met with^^H off duty in the parking lot of her 
work place, he asked her about the information she had come up with and he determined It was 
not good enough. 

• Aberin then immediately told he was in financial trouble and needed $500 immediately. 

If provided the money he agreed to cease the investigation against her and drop all 

charges. 

• Fearing she would be arrested if she did not comply, provided Aberin with $500. 

• This information has been corroborated through testimony provided by^BB HH BH 
and 

• Aberin provided a statement, admitting to the acts. 

• secretly recorded the meeting with Aberin when he requested money in exchange for 
deferring her arrest. 

• Pre-text phone calls between and Aberin additionally confirmed his actions and 

illustrated he was still using^^^^ criminal acts as leverage to get what he wanted. 

• Cell phone data and records recovered from^^^l and Aberin's cell phones further implicated 
his contact with her. 

• Video surveillance from Bank of the West strongly suggests Aberin drove ^BB 
withdraw $500. 

The overwhelming evidence recovered in this investigation demonstrates Aberin extorted money from 
by threatening to expose the crime she had committed. Furthermore, it is clear that Aberin 
asked for and received money under an agreement he would cease a criminal Investigation. By doing 
this, Aberin committed the act of bribery by a Public Officer.

On September 23, 2013, Captain Stuart requested I assist Detective Sill with this investigation. 
Capt^ Stuart requested I make arrangements with Aberin to recover the $500.00 he had taken from 
Since Aberin was on administrative leave I contacted Lt. Keener, who agreed to arrange the 
meeting. Later that day Lt. Keener telephoned Aberin and an arrangement was made to meet on 
September 24, 2013 at 3:00PM, at a gas station on Vasco Rd. at Northfront Rd. in Livermore CA.
